in your LV supply. I would put an AC voltmeter across the choke 
to check it. In use, it should have a large AC voltage drop, 

but a small DC drop.

A later series of 5Y3 switched to an indirectly-heated cathode, 
so were more gentle to the other tubes downstream in supplying B+ 
at turn-on. It might have only been the military or industrial 
version of the newer 5Y3 that got the indirectly heated cathode, 
labeled the type 6087. One side of the heater is connected
